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INTRODUCTION. 


This monograph is an attempt to give a descriptive and historical aocoiuit oE t,liB 
chief moimmcnts in the group of bnitcUn^ found vrithin the enclosnre of the village of 
Nl^tnu-cl Din, as well as brief biographical notices of the saint and other important 
personages who lie buried there, and whose tombs have been noticed. It is diJlioult 
to relate the histor}* of a saint without legenda, and here also a few of the legendary 
accounts, which testify to the miriRulous powers of the saint, have been narrated, 
but they have been rn mfm pd to only those which are of a historical luiture and, in most 
cases, have been referred to in authentic historical records. Some of the autlioritiee 
quoted here arc quite rare, not noticed before in any of the publications dealing wnth 
the shrine of Shai]^ Nifjaniu-d DIu, anrl they throw additional light on its history.

NIZAMU-D DIN. 




The tomh of Ni^mu-d Din 5 a one of tlie utoat popular shrines in India, 

heing visited by pilgrimfi from all parts of the (Jountrj% li ia situated in a village! 
called after the ?amt, wbieh lies some four miles to the south of ^ahjahanabad (Dehll 
city) on the Delhi Muttra load, 

^ai]^ Niaiinm-d Dm, whose real name was Muhoininad, was stirnamed Sul{;anu-J 
hla^ai]^ ^aM Ni^Smu-d Din AuliyaA He was a Chi^ti saint, fourth in succession 
from Kiuaja Mn mini Din Chiditi of Ajmer, the founder of the line, the second having 
been ^uaja Qutbu-d Din Baj^tiySr KakJ, better knomi as Qutb Sshib whose shrine 
is at Mehraull, and the third ShaM Fandu-d Din Maa‘ud ^akar Ganj of Psk Patan, 
the Pit or preceptor of Shai]^ Nizamu-d Din* 


The original home of his ancestora, who were Sayyid by caste, had been Bukhrita. 
It was the grandfather of the saint, named Sayyid Uli^aJ Bul^ari,* who immigrated 
wdth his cousin Sayyid HiQaja ‘Arab into India during the early Muslim mvasions. 
Ihey first stayed at Lahore, but afterwards proceeded to Badaun, and as the latter 
city was the chief religions place at that time, they selected it for their residence,!* 
Sayyid ^miad, the son of Sayydd 'Ali, was appointed Qazlof Badaun^ by the Sultan 
of the time, l^uaja Arab is said to have been a wealthy man, having a large number 
of Blavcs who carried on trade with his capital** The relationship between the tw^o 
cousins, Bayyid AIT and l^uaja Arab, was further strezigthened by the marriage 
of Bayyid jVhmad with Bibi Zulaihha, the daughter of Hiufija 'Arab, and our saint 
was bum of this union at BadSiin on Wednesday the 27 t.h of Safar in the year 1>30 
A.H. ( 9 th October liJ 38 AJJ,)* Sayyid Ahmad does not seem to have Uved long after

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Ilia marriage, for he die4 when Shaili Nizamn-d Din was only five years old. The 
saint was thus brought up by hia mother, who acquitted herself admirably of her 
charge. 

At the age of I ft Shai^NizSitiu-il Dm repaired from BadaQn toDehl! to complete 
his education* and he studied there for three or four years under Hitia]a ^amau-d 
Dill, the most distinguished scholar of his time, upon whom the emperor ^lya^u-d 
I>Tn Bidban subsequently conferred the post of Wazir with the title of Shamsu-l Mulk.® 

It was on this occasion tluit Nizamu-fl Uiii contracted a fciemlahip with ^il& 

Najlbu-d Dill Mutawahkil, the younger brother of ^aij* Parldu-dDin AWiidShakar 
Gan}, which resulted in bJfl becoming a disciple of the latter. He is known tu have 
heard of Shukur Ganj at Biidauii, and in the company of Najlbmd Din iearnt 

BO much of his saintly attributes, that he waa inspired with the desire of seeing him. 
During this period he [ost his mother,* and was free to go to Ajoilhan now bimcn aa 
Pnk Pamn, where ^mkar Giinj was living. It is slated t hat after completing his eduoa- 
I iiin at Dehli, ^ail* Nii;aniu-d Dm e^|)reBsed a desire for the jujhI of Qdzi of that, city, 
but Najiliu-d Din diSsnadetl him from it.^ 

In the year ft55 A.D. (I2o7 A-D.) when 20 years old, ^ai]^ NiKamu-d Din set 
out for Pah I’afan.® He was received with marked favour by ^ail^ FarTdu-d Din 
Shakar Ganj, who forthwith made him Ills diHciplo, and after a short training of seven 
months ami a lew days sent him back to Dehli, entrusted with the commission of public 
guidance.** Hiibsequently on the 3rd of Hauui^an (tG3 A.IL (2ftth June Ubn A.D.] 
Shakiir Gan] appointed SuiUdi NizaniU’d Din Ids chief disciple, and granted him a 
certificate to tills effect, which is preserved in Siyam-1 Aulfya {pp. 117-119), while at 
the time of Ids death, which happened a few months later on the 15th of Kuharram 
Ctil A. 1 1. (27th October 1205 A>D.).“ the former bequoathetl to the latter tha rclirs, tw-., 
a cliMik. a prayer carpet and a staff which he had inherited fram his owti preceptor 
j^uaja Qntbu-d Din UaWitiyiiT Kald.* 

On his Witiim to Dehll after the short stay at Pilk Patau in 055 A.H- (1257 A.D.) 
Sbai]^ Xigilinu-d Din hud no place to live in, nof did ho like the bustle of the city. 
Accordingly, after a sojourn of a few years there, he settled finally at fiKiyatbpiir, which 
was an insignificant village at that time, but according to legend, fielceted as hia resi¬ 
dence under divine guidance.^** Tlicre lie hiiilt a thatched liouae on the bank of the river

Jalah-d Dla who was probably the first, emperor of DehR to pay regard to 
the saintt otwb offered hiin a village for hi® maintenance, but the aaint refuaed to 
accept it.,’ and refused also the emperor A request for pertniaaion to attend fiia mooaa* 
1er>\s 'AlSu^i Din Eiaiji who al3<» eutertained great respect for the saint, was siinilarly 
refused the privilege of attending u[ton liini.® In the year 703 A.TT, {1303 — t A H.) 
Dehlj was invaded by the Mughals under Tar^i Beg. and the emperor 'Alaii-^1 DTu, 
whose chofieu foTi!es were absent on an cxpeditinti to WSmnga) in the Deeciui, was not 
in. a position to face the enemy. He entrendicd liimBelf, however, at hlri, whereon 
the Mii^alfi entered the city many tim^. and plundoted the stores of grain. At length 
the emperor had recourse to Shni]^ Nizam u-d iJTji, ami it la related that the sajtie night 
Tor^l Beg was seized with panic and retired to his own country,* 

In the year 710 A.H. (1310-11 AAA) when Malifc Naib ('Alau-d Din's generaU 
bettor known as Malik Kaffir) having couqnerod Arangal (Wrirangal) was returmng 
to Dehli loaded with borily. the news did not reach the capital fur some time mving to 
the disarrangement of the p.(jate iTlmmjs). 'Fhm enuavd much anxiety to the empowr, 
wlio sent two of his nobles, Mnlik Qaril Beg and Qazi ilnghithn d Din, to ^aiWi STizamu- 
d Din Tvith a request, to favour lum with inteUigence by divine revelutiotu The saint 
informed them of the victory of the royal force and predicted many other conquests 
to the royal anus. The next day news of the conquest, of WSmugal arrived from 
Malik Nilib.* 

'Alau-d Din himself w'as not a follower of the Saint, but at the lustatice of Malik 
Qara Beg, the princes j^izr 1^5n and ^ndi f^au were made Ida disciples, on which 
occasion the emperor sent him a gift of two taca of t(inli»s for tlie attendants of Ids 
convent j). In tbis connection Forii^ta writes The magrtificent 

building whic.h stands at Ida tomb was erectetl by I^zr ’ The name of the 

building, however, Is not given, but it probably refers to the mosque now known as 
Jam&'at Hiiina. 

Qiithu-d Din, the successor of 'Alau-d Dm, was not on good tenns with ^ail^ 
NiziUnu-d Din, and Amir ^uid, the author of Siyaru-l Auliyil and a diaciple of the saint 
gives the following reasons for it. The em[>eror had erected a Janu* mosque at Siri, 
the new capital of ’ Alau-d Diu. On the fimt day after its eompletioti he amiounued 
that all the saints and learned men of Dehll should offer their Juin'a prayers in hia 
newly built mosque. The saint however took no heed of the royal mandate, declaring 
that he had a mosque for prayer iu his owm neighbourhood. .Again, it had been a prac¬ 
tice for all the nobles, learned men and saints to attend the court, on the first day of 
every lunar month in order to offer greetings to the emperor, ^ail^ NissAmu-d Din 
did not observe this ceremony personally, but sent his slave Iqbal. Thereupon, the

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enemies of the samt sought to stir up the emperor ngainst hirii. and the latter doeidefl 
to punish him if he failed to attend the court at the naxt moon. But it so hftpj>ened 
that tlie emperor wiis killed hy his favourite slave j^usrau ^in on the very night of 
the first moon, before he could carry out his intentioji.”i Tfirilid Farlshta!! followed 
by ^aa^tn-1 Asfiya, records that tlm emperor t^uthu-d Din bore u grudge against 
_hai^ Niziimu-d Dm hecaiiso of WjiKf (^iin, a disciple of the saint vrhom ijutbii-d- 
Din killed on ascending the throne.® But this statement is not supported by facts : 
Kiizr Khan and ^adi ^an were impriacmed in the fort of UawSlIyar and blinded by 
llalik Naib. who had placed prince ^ihabu-d Din, a boy of seven years, on the throne 
after the death of 'Alaii-d Din. while the accession of Qutbu-d Din took place after 
the deposition of ^iDi5hu-d Din.® 

The hostility between the emperor {giiyii^ii-d Din Tii^laij and the saint is well 
known, and ilifferent stories are iuirrat€<l to explain it. The one given in Tftrildid 
Far^ta fpt. IJ, pp. 397-398) and Hhajaratn-i Anwar (folios 395-d) rniia as follows 

Khusrau fgiaii. who ascended the throne after the murder of the emperor tjutlm-d 
Din, mode a gift of a sum of mimey .o each of the saints in his dominion. A few of 
^eni Tcfused to accept it, while the others kept it in deposit, but Shuil^ Sizamu-d 
Dm spent the whole amount he iuid received. Ohivuthu-d Din Tu^laij on his acces¬ 
sion to the throne demandcii the money distributed by Khusrau jOifim .Most of the 
samts paid what was due from them, but ^aikU Nwamu-d Din did not make any rea- 
potise to the royal demand. Thereupon, the opponents of the saint thought it a good 
opfsjrtimity to accuse him of imliilging in music which is forbidden by the .Vluslim reli¬ 
gion as propounded by luiSrii Abu IJanJta,® and suggeateil to the emperor to elicit the 
views of thcolo^aus on the subject. Accordingly The saint wa.^ sumnumed to the 
fort of lu^hiqabad to clear himself of the charge brought against him, WTiiJe the 
discuasian was going on lietween the thcologiftne and the saint, in the presence of the 
emperor, .Maulanil ‘Ilmu-d Din, the grandson of ^aij4 Bahilu-d Din, reached the 
court from Multan, and the matter was referred to him. The Maiilflna, who wa.s a 
great authority, justified ^aij^ Nizamu-d Din's pkasiu'e in music, ami the latter 
was allowed to return home. The emperor however, although he did not Luterfore 
With the saint, was not pleased with him. Whilst lie was returning from Bejigal, he 
Bent word to the aamt to leave Delilt before his arrival. The saint who was then' iU 
said m reply “ Dehli is still fur ofi " and this predictinn came to pass, for the emiieror 
nev4jr reached Dehli, being crushed to death by the fall of a house at Tui^laqabad. 
The prediction has now become a proverb in India. 

Ibn-i Batiita, who visited India during the reign of Muhammad Tu^laq 

a few years after the death «f ^aij^ Nizilmu-d Din, makes the foQowing reference to 
limu 

There was then at Dehll a saint, Nisamu-d Din of BadaOn. jQnan aan (name 
of the emperor Muhammad ^ah when he was a primi*) often visited him to implore bis

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prayers. One day he told the servants of the %ai]^ to let him know when the latter 
should be in a state of ecstucy. Wlien this happened .Junfin F&au was acoordingly 
iAfoiDied. As soon as the saw him he exc-kiinecl ' We gave you the kingdom.’ 

In the meanwhile the died, and J nnan ^an In^re his bier upon his sbouidem. 

The emi»ror ((^iyathu* *d Din Tiighluq) heard of tlik, and was much annoyed.”^ 

The statement of Ibn-i Batiita is not very reliable, being contradicted by the fact 
ihnt the saint died a few months after (jhiyadni-d Din Tughluq, whose death is com* 
motdy Wlieved to have l>een caused by the curse of the saint. 

At the age of 89 the saint fell ill,’ and after ii euntiimed siclaiess of a few months 
dietl at sunset on Wednesday the 18th of Itabi’a U in the year 725 A.11. (3rd April 
/ 1325 A.D.). On his deathbed he distributed all his property to the poor, while he 
presented his clothes to Ms chief disciples. The sacred relicsA which had descended 
to him liuiD his pref;eptor, Faridu-d Din ^akar Ganj, were passed on to Shaikh 

Nasini-d Din Ghirfl^-i DehlT, whom he thus declared his successor, advising him to 
stay at Deldl, and to bear patiently the persecution, which should be inflicted upon him . 
Carr Stephen (pp. 102-1931 makes the following renmrks about the saint — 

“ There w^ere Muliaiumadan saints in India w'ho are still reckoned as juperior to 
Jfizam-u ddin in piety and in 'the aecret knowledge of the future brt- none eqind- 
led him in the hold he acquired on such varied classes of Ids co-religioniot j. Of his own 
fraternity, the well known Chisbtis. there are three nances before whom royalty hm 
humbled itself, and which still hold a plat'e in the daily thoughts and feelings of 
thousands of bebevers.” “ WMlc living, he drew the pious allegiance of eager multi¬ 
tudes, and after his death, down to the very date of our description, pilgrimages am 
made to bis tomb front all parts of India, and miracles are still worketl there for tho 
believing/’* 

Kixantu-d Din is said to have worked many miracles, which need not 
be related here. In accordance with the advice of hb preceptor he did not marry,® 
The attendants of the shrine who redde in the village of Nizaiuii-d Din and are styled 
l^Jrzddas are the de.*ieeudjints of his sister, lie w’lis also the founder of a dulic order, 
subsidiary to that of tlhishtlya and know^n after him as Jjhi^tiya Kizaitilya. The 
'fJrs or anniversaTy of ^ai]^ Ni^ainu-d Din la celebrated on the t7t.h and iSth of

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The villttge of Nuamu-d Dm was endoaed by a nibble niafsonry wall, which was viiuge of 
repaired by Nawiib Alimad Ba Mdi ^au of Firozpuri about the year 1223 A-H. Nitomw^d d'hw 

A.D.), when he restored the verandah aurroimding the torob of the saint. The enclosing 
wall togetlier with the gateways on the east, west and north which gave entrance to 
the village is now in ruins. Tlie sonthem part of the village, where lies a Kot or walled 
endosuxe, is reserved for the residences of the attendants at the .'shritie ; while the 
northern part, termed ) nnlni Qhabutra, is occupied by mnniuerable graves and tombs 
of the followers of the stiiut, including those of the Mughal princes and nobles, who 
were attracted by its sanctity to select it for their last resting place. 

The main entrance to the shrine of ^aij* Nizamn-d Din is through a iMittlomented 
doorway at the north-east corner of the village, about iOO yards to'^the south of the 
road from Himiayun’s tom b to JSufdar Jang, On entering it, the first object of interest Biuni of 
^ which meets the eye is a bad! (Plate IT, ft), aaki to have been built bv the saint, who 
initiated the work by digging with his own hunds.^ and uttered a ble.'ising on ita water 
that he who drank one drop of it should have no fear against the fire of hcll.^ 'Vn 
interesting anecdote concerning its erection is related locally. It; is said that 
the saint, was building his well at the same time that the em|jeror was engaged in con¬ 
structing the fort of Tti^laqabad. and (Miiyatliu-d Din anxioiLs for its mmpletion, 
did not want to have any of the Dchh workmen employeil elsewhere. They were 
accordingly prohihited from working on the ImIoII and compelled to work at Tu^Iaqn- 
bad. They worked, however, for tlie saint at night.. Thereupon the emperor 
proliibited the sale of oil to the saint, but the workmen found the w'ater of the biiaiX 
answer their piirijose equally well. Nizamu-d Din complained to Wayyid .Mahmud 
Behar. who happened to be building a mud wall, iind the latter, niigerijd at tfie emperor's 
persecution of the saint, levelled bis mud wall to the gremnl exckimii^ at the siitne 
time '* 1 have destroyed his empire,"* The water of the f>dol7, which is hracldsb is 
considered holy by helievets, who bathe in it and consider it efficai^ions in furing lUs- 
eases and expelling evil spirits. 

The bdoti measures internaUy 123' by 5,3' and is enclosed by dressed .stone walk 
on the south, cast and west, while on the north ate the de.scending steps which are 
said to go to a great depth into the well On the 1st .July iril« there wore 3S steps 
above the water level On the weat wall of the bOalJ are several tonilis im^luding u 
double storeyed mosque called the Ohlni hi Bvrj, and from the top of these buildings 
men and boys dive for into the ivater below from a height of some sixty feet. 

The QhtfU kd Burj, which is in a dilapidated state, measures 21' by 12' 9" intern- aihu k# b " 
ally, and ha,s tliree art hwl {.penings on the e^wt. The upper storey consists of a donieil “ ' " 
chamber 4' square nith remnants of tile decoration on the outide, which has given 
the building its name. In^Dy, the walls of this upper chamber, wliicli nre jwo- 
fnsely ornamented with incised phlster ami tile work, bear fragmentary verses lament¬ 
ing the death of a lady, named l^uhra.

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by a Tfiulted n>of, and containing three arched openings sUoded by a on eactb 

ot its four aidcfi. An inacribed maiblB tablet is aet into tie floor of tins bmldhig, and 
refers to its erection in the year 048 A.H. (1541-42 A.D.). Tic name of ita founder 
IS not giWi in the inacription, but it ia apparent tliat it was not ongtnidly intended aa 
the tomb of Bfil Kokaldi, who died in tie year i(W0 A.H. (1660-70 A.D.), more than 
a hundred years after the erection of the building. The inscription runs ns follows

The date in figures is not clear, but from the chronogram it is calculated as 1080 
A.H. (1069-70 A.D,). 

No infoTinatlon is forthcoming about Bai Kokaldi or her father Mulayoin I^iln, 
Pflyigi Beg, the author of 8aim-l fVtanhzil (folio 41 &) is of opinion that ahe was a mistre^ 
of Mub PTOTna *! Shah , but this cannot be correct as her death antedated the birth of 
the emperor, which oconired in 1114 A.H, (1702 A-D.J. From the fact that she was 
buried in a building of aome pretension in the vicinity of the shrine of StutLH^ Ni^Smu-d 
Dm, H- TQuy be hflyarded that BST Kokaldi was a follower of the saint, and a lady of 
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Somec«nsctiuaice. The tomb is nlw noticed in MifUihii-t TawArildi (p, 274) whens 
only the inscriptiaii on the grave ia given. 

Adjacent to the tomb of Bal Kokaldi is a ruined pavilion of red sandstone Icnoivn 
as Lai Cljaubam, which contaiiLs a sjmll marble grave assigned by local tradition to a 
cJiild of rot'al family. 

On the east and south walla of the Moli b a lUiirow passage, which leads to tho 
tomb of the samt, and has recently been paved with rod stone alalis by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Ju^lce Muhaninmd Raflq, Judge of the lligh Court of Allahabad and a resident 
of Delhi, On the south and partly on the east, this passage ia covered with a vaulted 
roof, which together with the rubble built structure mimediatelv on tho south waa 
constructed by JHalik Sayvidu-l ^ujjab Ma'ruf, the chamlieThiin of Firoz S?bflh, in 
the year 781 A,H. (1379'SO A.D.).^ An macription on the southern arch of the 
entmnee, which gives acet^ from the hdoii enclosure to the tomb of the saint, refers 
to the date and the erection of this building. It is engraved on it red sand^one slab 
in i:harHcter8 and nina as follows :—

Ma‘riif w'fts a favourite noble of Firoz ^iih having the rank and title of MaUk 
Saijyidu-l R»fjab{tht chief of chamberlains). He iogether with his father Khuaja 
Wahid Quroi^i was a disciple of Ni^mu-d Din, imd Malik Sayyidu-1 

Hujjilb enjoved great fame for his piety and goodness towards people. I'lroK 
S|iah conferred great favours on him and ontertained such a high opinion about 
his sagacity that he always consulted him in the affairs of the country. The 
Btory of his having been named by ^ai^ Ki?Amu*d Din. as related in the epigraph, 
has been repeated by l^iams Siriij ‘.4fif (pp. 445-451), who says that the ^aikh was 
performing ablutions when the father of Maiik Sar’yidu*! fl^ujjnb brought him on the 
very day of his birth to the ShailA, and the Utter called him Ma'rfif and put » drop 
of the ■water of his ablutions into his mouth. 

Further south, the passage leada to the enclosure which contams the ■tomb of 
Sliai]^ Nizamu-d Din and is entered by a dwirway on the north. The enclosure, 
measuring 124' 3" north to south by 57' 4* east to west, is paved with marble, and is 
surrounded on the north, south and east by Jdll screens of red sandstone, while on the 
west is the mosque known as .Tama'at Khana.''T^ 

The tomb of the saint (Plate Ilf, o) stands In the centre of the enclosure. It 
measures 31' 9" square externallj', the verandaU, vrhich is «' 9' in width and jmved with 
marlJe. having 5 iireheil ofienin^ on each side, tlic openings measuring altemutely 
6' C' and 3' 3". The columns of the verandah carry multlfoilcd arches, which in turn 
support a red sandstone chfmjjn. Above the latter is a ptujfft parapet topped by a 
series of dwarf domes, the comerH of the parapet being empbasised by dwarf marble 
cA/io/ris with gilt iinials. The arches of the verandah are usually hung with heavy 
cotton fiardahs. The tomb chamber, -wliidi measures 16' 8" square internally and 
17^ 7" square externally, is entered throngb a silver-plated door on the south side. Hanked 
by marble screens. It is lit by opeuinga filled with marble /w/f screens, set ia sandstone 
frames, and also usually kept screenetl by qtardahs. The floor round the grave is of 
marble. The dome, which is of bulbous type, springs fiM>ni an octagonal {Irum, and 
is ornamented by veitical stripes of black marble nod topjied by tbe usual cresting, 
which serves os a base for the gildwl lininL Internally, the dome is richly decorated 
w’ith gold and cobaircd painting. It was much faded, and H. E. D. the Xi^m of 
Hyderabad recently made a pant of money for its restoration, which has been 
carried out by the PiiIjIjc: Works Department, Delhi, under the supervision of the

The language of this inseription whieh is old Urdu deserves special notice. 

la 1*223 A,H. (1808-9 A.D.) Nnwah Almiad Bakhsh Hran of FTrozpur replaced 
the red sandstone pillars of the verandah by others of marble,^ and the rnrious pariipeh 
vrith its line of miniature domes is apparently of the same date. In the year 1230 
A.IL (1820-21 A.D,) Faizulhih !&an Bauga^ added the cop}>ef ceiling, omnmonted 
with blivo enamel, to the veroiidah.® The dome, as it now stands, was rebuilt by Akbar 
Shah U in 1239 A.U, (1823-4 A.D). In the year 1300 A.H. (1882-3 A.D.) Kh«r#d 
Jail of Hyderabad erected around the grave a marble balustrade engwved with the

jamA-at Ktena. The uiostjue known as Jamfi‘ivt ^itua (Coogregatioji House), which forms the 
western side of the enclosure is the oldest monument at the shrine of Sliaikh 5fiaimii-d 
Din, The account of ita building, as given in severa] historical works, is i-outradictozy, 
gnil it is hardly possible to say anything wiih certainty about the date of its eroction 
or its founder. Aceonling to Farihta it was built by prioee tCtiizr Hi5n, the hei^ 
api^areut of ‘Alaii-d Din ]^il]i and a dLsciple of the saint.® Saytud Ahmad Khan, 
quoting the same authority, says that it was only the central compartment which was 
built by that prince, while the two aide ones w'cte added by the emperor Muhammad 
^Sli Tugitliiq on his accession to the throne.^ On the other band the author of 
Thsmarotu-l Quds states that the saint built this mi>3que himself in a period of 30 ycara.® 
The same author also says ** Two marble slabs vary clean and bright, are placed near 
the mtArrl6 instead of mttsallah (prayer carpet), and the Shnildi is known to have oSered 
his prayer on them and said ‘Whosoever vrill say prayer after me on these two slalw of 
stone, God shall hear him and immediately fuldt his desireB.'® . A marble slab still lbs 
fixed on the door l>efore the central mt'Amh of the mosque, hut this story is not known 
to any of the attendants of the ahrine. ^roz ^illi daima that he constructed thU 
building when he decorated the tomb of the saint. He says “ 1 erected a new bnUding 
of Jama'at like which there was none at that place (at the shrine of ShaiJ^

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NiRamvtsI Dm) l>efore.”* It waa esteosivel^ copaited by tbe emperor Akbar, and an 

account o! these repairs lii recoidcd in ;^mariLtu-t Quds m follows :_ 

" Anti the mosque whieli stands in the vicinity of the tomb wjui built by him, 
(%iM Xizilmu-d Din) during his lifetime in a periotl of thirty years m has been already 
related, but its stone was not dresseil nicely. About the year 980 AAf, {I r»72-73 A. D.) 
a royal order was issued, and in a short time skilful mnsoiis, having de^terougly cut 
the upper surface of ihe stone to tkc depth of two fingers, dressed it clean and gave 
it a pleasing finish. Many grand and big mosques are also to be foural in other oomitriea 
such as l^bul, Glia^u, (.lUjiilt, Diiklum, Kashmir and M5l^va, but none of them stands 
equal to it in lieanty and elegance. Truvellers and traders, who come over here after 
visiting various countries, a<lmit the failings in the architecture of other mosques, 
e a he\ hi4\ e seen no mosque so pleasing and beautlfnl ns this.”* 

The building i ouHtnictcd of red sandstone is a fine specimen of the Ptjt&nii style of 
architecture. It contams throe com^wrimouts tneaauruig 95' »' north to south by 
o(j' (T cast to nrejft. The niain central compartment, 3S' fl” square iiiteriuill v, is cromjed 
by a hm- dome rising frnra a polygonal buttlemented flnim, wliile cock of the side ones 
measures 53' hj 19' ami is covered by twin domes. These ilomos, which liio coated 
with plaster and wliitewaahed. are surmounted with marble pinnacles. The eastern 
fat;ade (Plate IV, a), crowned with a row of spearhea<I battlements, i.s broken bv three 
arches, which are ornamented with cuaped eoffits and Qnrrmit: inscriptions. Tbe jiido 
arches arc closed hy latticed stone BCiceiK a' tl' high each pierced at the centre bv a 
doorway, n hich gives access to the interior. Tlie central bay jwojeets a little from 
die main fore of the building, and is embclliahed with bands of geometric car\'ing» nml 
Quranic inscriptionfi. which enclose tho arch. Rccnsscd from t.hm latter again Is an 
arch, containing h doorway wMcli gives access to the ceiitral compartment, and tJm 
upper portion of which above the doorway is vluaed by a laniccd «recn. On pithef 
side of this entrance is a latticed window omameuteil with inscrijttiims from the Quriln 
which are aino found around the internal arches and niikmU. Jnthe weat wall there are 
three rnthrab recesses, between the central and n«rdiem ones of wliioh stands u red 
sandttloue nibwbar ire4K'hpd by two ateps. The recessed arched pendentives (Piute IV 
i) oniamenttwl with cuspings ami Qiiritnic inscrijitions are of speidal interest and have 
been described by -Mr, Beglar os " the most beantifuJ in Delhi.**'* From the centre of 
the dome, which is lined with red aomlstone, hangs an inverted cup said to be of gold, 
which the Jat» are said to have tried in vain to shoot down.' ' 

The Persian inscription engraved on the east between tlie central and tlie 

southern arches does not make any reference to the building, but imntuins otdv tho 
chronogram of tic death of the saint. It runs as follow*

The Jama'at ^5na must nor In) confounded with Majlis HiSna (Assembly bmiae), 
which ifl an uninteresting building of the Mughal l>priod to the north. It measures 
some 32' by 25' mternally, and consists of a tiiildn, two baya deep with three archeii 
entrances on the south. 

To the south of the tomb of Shaikti Nii^aniu-d Din, inside the enclosure of his shrine, 
are three marble tombs containing the graves of tLe meml^era of the royal Muglial 
family. The westernmost one, adjacent to the south wing of the JamS'at |^5iia, is 
tliat of JaliSnara (Plate V. built, by tliat princess during tier lifethneJ If is an 
enclosinre open to ttie sky and meo.suring 13' fl' by 11' 6* estemally. The enolosing 
walls, which insist of pierced marble screens 8' in height, stand on a plinth 1' 1' high, 
and contain three bays on each of the four sides, the entrance oocnpyittg the central bay 
on the west. They are crowned by a ymrajjet, perfoiT*te<l and carved n-itli a Homl 
design, while the four angles of the enclosure aa well os !.he entrance are nmrked by 
slender marble pinnacles rising 10' abo^-e tlie wallfl. The decorative parapet had 
been much damaged, but it was restored by the Arcbieologtcal Department in the year 
1904.* Inside, the enclosure is paved with nuirble and contains four marble gravels, 
the central one Iteing that <d Jahunarn. It is simple and of the usnal Ghaj>e ivitb a 
ohallow deprciiaion on the upper surface, in which grass is greuving. nnd at the northern 
end stands a headstone, consisting of a marble slab 0' 7' by I ' lOJ" (Plate VI, rt) which 
bears the followii^ inscription, written, it is said, by the princess herself:—

The inlay work cm the headstone had l>een much mutilated, and the following 
extract from the Annual Kepojt of the Arehwological Survey of India, referring to 
its restoration, will be of special interest here:— 

“ 'The decoration of this headstone hod suffered much at the hands of visltoia 
to the tomb. Originally the letters of the inscription were inlaid lit black marble,

Jahanaril, tlie daughter of ^ilhjaUiln iUid Mmntai! Mahall, was born on the 21 st 
??afnr 10* *23 A.H. {3nil April 1014 A.D.). She was first given the title of Begam 
and then of Bad^fili Begam.^ and ter a long time was the principal jjersonage in the 
Eoval llarciii, 8he was a most amiable and accomplislicd princess, fiimoviB for her 
virtues, and the foimdresa of nmny charitable in.sf.it utions, such as moaques ami serais 
tlie most important of which was the J5mi‘ mosque at Agra.^ A magnificent cara^ 
Transarai know n after her iis Begum’s Serai was built by the prineciss b DehiT at Ciiiindn 
Chank near her gardens, whkdi have been renaira.fi la (^leena tJardens, The building 
biis h^u greatly praised l>y Bernier^ and also by Manned,o ftoui whom the following is 
quoted: Tliis princass {Jahanara) to jneBerve her memory, gave orders ter the con- 

stniction of a sfiiae b the square, which k hetwt-cn the fortress and the dtv- Tliis 
is the moat beautiful narae in Hindustan, with upper rhaiubers adorned witli muny 
pabtmgs, and. it has a luvely garden, b which are ornamented reservoirs, iji this 


sarne there put up none but great Mogul and Persian lucrchiuits. The king went to 
view the w’urk that had been done for his beloved Bogoni yaeb ( Begum Sfilub), and lie 
praised her energ>' and UberaHty,” The acrai k no longer extant, but from an old map 
of ^fihjuhunaliad b the Delhi Museum of .IrchfflologyT we find that it stood at the 
place now occupied by the Town hall and the Munid]>al office buildings. 

xlahitnara is also famous for her literary pursuitB, Her favourite study was religion 
apecially Sufism, and Bho w'ivs the authuress of a tre^atisc entitled .l/aaiim-f-druYiA, 
which eontebg the biography of ffljQaja Mu'bml Din of Ajmer, with brief notices on 
his chief disciples, the Chi^tT sabte, for whom she had great respect, as Is also evident 
from her epitajb m^mpoaed by heifielf. An bcideni b her life is related b conccctjon 
with the CHtablishnient and growth of the British power m India. Dn the night of the 
27th .Muharraui ifl^l AJI. (fltli April HI44 A.D.), as slie waa returning from her 
father's apartments to the harem, her garments caught fire from a bmp, and she m\a 
severely bunit. For some time no hopes were entertained of her Tecovtsry, but an 
Engiiah physician named Gabriel Buughton, w'ho was then at Surat, woa calied in and 
restored her to heaitii. Biinghton. b reward for hk serviced, was granted a patent 
enablbg hk coimtiymien to trade free throughout Shahjahan's dominions.* (hi the

3 'cars dying on the 3nl Eanisxan 1092 A.H. (Idth September 1681 A.Ud. 

Contiguous with the tomb of JalianarH, to the oust, ia that of the emperor 
mad ^lah (Plate \11, who was the last of the line of Timfir to enjoy any semblance 
of power. He was bom on. tihe 24th Habra 1, in4 A.ll. {18th August 17(i2 A,D,) and 
crowned at Fathpur on the 15th of ZT(^ada 1131 A.Hi {30tli September 1^19 A-D.).^ 
The greatest event of hie reign was the inva.sion <»f India by NAdk S^ah in the year 
1151 A.H, (1739 A,D,), and the inassiicto of Delhi, which followed, is still remembered 
with hoTTOT as the j^eatest calamity that hud ever befallen the imiierial city. Muhani’ 
piiul ^rih sundved this disaster for eight years, and tiled on ihe *i7t b Pidd'a 11, 1101 
A.H. (20th xVpril 1748 A,D.),“ 

The tomb of Jlahainimid ^Sh ia set in a marble enclosure similar to that of Jahfin* 
ara. It measures 21' 4' by 15' 10" externally and is entered tUrougli a doorway tm the 
east. The enclosing walls, which are compoaed of pierced marble screens 7’ 2" high, 
contain five hays on the east and west and three on the north and south sides, and 
stand on an ornamented plinth T 2* in height. The four corners of the enchtstire ore 
marked with pinnuclos, wliich also Dank the doorway and central bay opposite to it 
on the west, The yiddWsfflJf, at t he top of these plniuicies, have now niostly diisapiieared. 
The arch head of the entrance ia fwoHoped, and the spundrels are adorned with a lloral 
pattern in low relief. The door, w'hich is of marble in two leaves, is emhelliahi^l wil h a 
floral design set m panels, three on each leaf of the door. Tlie cncloaure, paved with 
marble, contains several nninscribed graves of tlie same umtcrislt tlic largest wliich 
stands in the centre, being that of the emperor. Tlie one immediatdy to the west is 
that of his wife Sahibs Muhali, w’liile at the foot ot the last la t hat of the wife of Kridir 
SiaL*s son. The grave to the west of the latter is of the tody's infunt dmighter, nud 
east of it lies Mirza Jigrfi, the grandson of Muhammad Kbah. ami fnrtlier to the east of 
this again Mirzil "Ai^uri. The grave in the north-cast oomcr ia a nameless one. 

Further east of the tomb of Midmiiiiiiud Sl u lh is that of Mirau JiihHngir (Plate VU, 
^bthe eldest son of the emperor Akbat IP He was a frivolous young man and 
often caused mueli annoyance to the emperor, who rouaci^uently ordered Mr. Setoa 
to orre.st and send him as a prisoner to the fort of Allaliabud. .Mr, tikiton post-eii British 
soldiers at various places in the fort of ^tlbjah£lnab9d, and took the prince under 
surveillance in the month of Slia'btLn of the year 1224 .V.H. (18CK) A.D.). A few days 
alter, he was escorted together with a few attendants of the seraglio to Ada ha bad fort, 
and was grunted a monthly allowance of Tts. 500.* Beale soya that Mirrft Jahilnpr 
was sent to Alluluibud by the English, in consequence of liaving Jiretl a [listed at Mr. 
Seton, the Hesident at ^ilhiabanJlbad, and adds that the prmce reBidwt at j^iisrau 
Ba^ for several years until his fleath ui 12.36 A.H. (1821 A.n.}. He was first interred 
in the same garden, but subsequently Ills remains w'cre brought to Delhi. ^

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Tiac tomb of Mir7a Jahangir, whiiJi was built by hia mother Nawab Mumtiiz 
llahall.' consists of a marble enclosure measuring some 19' 6" by 14' internally. It is 
raised 3' 3' from the floor of the courtyard of the shrine of Shaikh NL?ilmu-d Dlni and is 
reached by a flight of four marble steps. Two doorways on the cast and n'est give entram-e 
to the building, that on the west being provided with marble leaves carved in floral 
patterns. The comers of the enclosure are surmounted by marble guldttsfas, which 
also flank the doorways. The enclosure, which is paved with marble, contains four 
graves of the sanie material. The grave of Mirza JahiiugTr. which Uea In the centre, is 
profu.sely ornamented with floral carviugs, and it may be noticed that it bears a lu^tt 
the emblem of a woman's grave. It is said that the grave st^mo originally belonged 
to a woman's grave, but was placed over the remains of the prince on a dispensatiou 
being granted for the purpose by Muslim lawyers. The second grave lying to the west <J«ve of 
IS that of ^lirza Babar, the brother of Mirza Jahangir. It also was not originally Bo*bar. 
intended for its present position. The inscription wliich it bears refers to one Mir 
Muhammad, with the chrouogram giving the date 987 A.II. 0579-80 A.D.). The

Tlie building immediately to the east of the tomb of 5Iirza Jahangir ia locally 
known as the house of that prince. It consists of a centml open courtyard with two 
arcbetl duMns on the north and south, and is entered hy a gateway on the east. In 
the ddfdns and courtyard are several graves the one in the north tfdldu being that of 
Mirza Babar’s wife. It is of marble and bearu the following inscription on its head

The deceased was a disciple 
of ^a iMi Nizimu-d Din, and the local traditiuii aays that he expressed his desire to 
be buried in such a direction that his bice might remain towards the tomb of tho saint. 

The eastern wall of the enclosure of ^aijA Sfizaraii'd Din, opposite to bia tomb, is 
pierced by two smull arched doorways, wiuch give access to an open court containing 
several graves, two of them being inscribed. One of the doorways which lies to the 
south bears on the top a marble slab engraved on cither face with an tuscriptioii referring 
to the death of one Mirza 3iluqmi.

Beyond the south wall of ^ail* Nizflma-d Din’s enclosure there is another 
enclosure, which contains the tomb of Amir Khusran, the Tenownal Persian poet of 
India and a favourite dkciple of the saint. It is surrounded on the south and east by 
lurched compartments mostly oceupied by the attendants of the shrine, and on the 
west by a brick masonry wall. The precinct of Amir l^usrau, which measures aomo 
103' east to west by oO' north to south, is fiaved with red sandstone slabs, and is strewn 
with a large number of graves, some of which are inacribed and dated. It is connuctetl 
with the enclosure of ^ikh Nizflmu-d Din ou the north by im arched dtsjrway, which, 
according to an inscriptioii flsed on it, was erected by one Tawiihar in the time of 
'Alamgir II. Tlie inscription was covered by coats of whitewash, repeated animally 
on the doorway and enclosure walla on the occasion of the anniversary of the saint.

The west wall of the enclosure is also pierced by a doorway, but it is mainly 
for the use of the people residing immediately to the south and west of the 
shrine. 

Tlie tomb of Amir jQiiisrau (Plate VIII, o) lies in a small enclosure 28' 6* by 20' 
7' surrounded by red sandstone walls of lattice work. The enclosure, paved mtb 
marble, is entered through a doorway on the south, where it is portly roofed with 
stone slabs, Tlie tomb chamber, which is oblong in plan, nieasures 16' 2* by 
1*2' 6' esteraally, and is constructed of marble. It is cot^ered by a vaulted roof, 
supported on 12 pillars and crowned by two yjftMtwtas, one at either end on the north 
and south. The space betwwn these pillars is closed by latticed Bcreena, the ccutrai 
bay on the south being open and serving as an entrance to the tomb, Oubside the 
tomb chamber, to the north, stands an inscribed marble slob 7' IJ*' by T 61" set up 
dming the reign of the emperor Babar, while on the south lies an uninseribed and uu- 
plastered grave said to be that of ^ninsu'd Din Utahru, the son of Amir Hiusmu^s 
sister, Tlie marble grave of Khusrau in the centre of the building is enclosed by a 
marble balustrade. It is ever kept covered by a pall, and a cotton canopy hangs over 
it, tieil with ropes to the four coiners of the chamber. 

The tomh of Amir Tuscan, like that of Ni^6mu-d Din, has l>cen added to 

at difierent times. I t was the desire of the ^ail^ tlmt Khusrau should be buried be.side 
him, but on the demise of the latter this was objected to. The following account of 
his burial, ijuoted from Thamariitu-l Quds, will be read with interest. 

" When l^iusrau died it was intenderl to bury him by the side of the grave. 

But one of the members of the royal family* ( )• who had great 

intiueuce, objected to this, saying that in future it would cause difficulty for the people 
to distinguish t he grave of the ^aikh from that of ^usnm. Hia real motive, liowever, 
was that lie had built a dome for his burial near the tomb of the saint, and he did not 
like that any one might l>e interred between the two buihiings. On account of this, 
^usrau was buried at the place where his grave now* lies. The man, who hiMl raised 
the objection, was deputed on some business by the emperor (apparently Mubaminad 
^liah Tu^Iaq) to Dcogir, where he died. The dome built by him became an abode 
of bats and mendicants, until the emperor Huinayfm, who came on a pilgrimage to the 
tomb of ShiiM Kizamu-d Din, passed through that dome, and on account of ita filthy 
condition ordered its demolition.”* 

No building is known to have been erected at the grave of AiuTk Ehinjcau until 
the reign of the emperor Eabar, when the inscribed marble tablet, mentioned above, 
was put up at its head. The inscription on this tablet also refers to the erection of a 
structure by Mahdl l^uaja, but gives no particulars as to its character. Carr Stephen 
and Sayj*id Ahmad Khan, however, state that it was only the enclosing wall ivhich was

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The chronogram in the last verse does not reconcile with the other £acts stated 
in the mEcription. It places the erection of the hoilding by JIuhdi Hiuflia in the 
year 897 A.H. (J 491-2 A.D.) when Sikandar Lodi was on the throne of Delhi, 
Now Mahdl Hiulja was a brother-in-kw of the emperor Babar ^ and he ia not known 
to have come to India before the conquest of that country by Bsbar in the year 932 
A.H. (1520 A.D.). NizilmaHi iHh Ahmad, the author of Tabaqat-i Akbari, desiitibes 
the ^iiaja^aa a generous and Ubcral ymmg man, and he speaks of a conspiracy made 
by Amir Ni^aniu-d ISn "AIT I^KlEfa, the prime mimster, at the time of Babark death 
to raise him to the throne in place of Hnmajmii.* Moreover Siiiliahn-d Dm of Hirat, 
the scnbe of the inscription, came to Iiidiii with the historian Khiind MTr in the year 
934 A.H. (1528 A.D.) and was introduced toBabarin the beginning of 935 A.H. 
(September 1528 A.D.). These facets supported by the internal evidence of the inscrip¬ 
tion itself, the hrst verse of which refers to the erection of the tablet during the Tei*m 
of the emperor Bs.hiii, leaves no doubt that the building by Mahdi Iftasia was afso 
conatmeted about the same time. The value of the cKrom>gTani apparently requires 
some adthrion to give the exact date, and similar instances are not uncommon in 
Persian chronograms, when the required dates are obtained bv making an addition to 
or snbtmctiou fmm their values, which operations are tecbnicaMy styled as 
Liit^ih and Ta^mJya-% JOanpi rcBpectrvely. 

During the reign of the emperor Humiyun in the vear 938 A.H. (153J^2 A D } 
the i^er enc osure was budt and paved with marble, and a marble tombstone was 
placed over the grave.s It was probably at tlik time that ILimmyan ordered the 

dated 938 A.H. is to be found on the north ami west walls of the enclosure. It 
however, does not refer to the erection of any building.

of the court of the emperor Akbar erected a dome with latticed walls of red aandatone 
over tho grave.® The present tomb was built during the reign of the emperor Jahilngi ^ 
in the year 1014 A.II. (1005 € A.D.) by Hiuaja ‘Imadu-d Din Hasan, and an inscrip¬ 
tion consisting of vartons verses in praise of Amir ^usrau and contaiiung the name 
of the founder and the date, is engraved in one line running on the four walls at their 
top inside the building. There is also an inscription of the emperor Jahangir written 
on a niarble tablet which is fixed on the northern wah. These inscriptions are copied 
below in the same order as thej' are found on the tomb.

Ball^, He wag given a place at court, and took up his residence at Mmuinabad now 
known as PatyaII,‘ where Hinsrau was born in the year 051 A.H. {1253-4 A.D.).* At the

his father ond brother to Nigamu-il Din and hetranie his disciple,’ Shortly after 

this An\ir Soifn-d Din was killed in a battle and jOiusrau, who was then nine years old* * 
was taken under the guaidiansbip of his maternal grandfather Mniadu-l Midk. At 
the age of 20 he lost his grandfather also, and he tmiered the aenit^e of Duulut lAaii 
5tu‘a^rn jdian rommonly known as Ghhajjii l^an. Later on he went to Sarnaiuti 
where he receiveil an intperial order to proceed to LakhnautI,® but soon after Khuarun 
and his friend fAiiaja Hasan took service with prince .MubamiuAd Sultw better kno^vn 
as &tiii-i ^hld, the eldest son of BhiyAthu-d Din Ballmn and the governor of Multan 
and Sindh, the former having been the keeper of the Quran and the latter of the iuk[K>fc. * 
Ziyftd Barm writes the following about this eminent prince and the appointment of 
^usriiu under liiiiL 

" The court of Muhanimud Sultan was frequented by the most learned, excellent, 
nnd accomplished men of the time. His attendants used to read to him the ^ah A'anwi/i, 
the D?»viri-i Tiiandiy the Dmmi-i Kli^dni and t he KAnriiAiiJi of bhitiHi Xi^djI. I^eanied 
nien dtst ussed the merits rd t tieae poets in ins presence. A mir flusraii and Amir Uasau 
were servants at his court, and attended upon him for five years at Multan, receiving 
from the prince allowances and grants of land. The prince fully appreciated the merits 
and excellences of these two poets, and delighted to honour them above all hia servants- 
1, the author of this work. Lave often heard from Amir j^iisrau and Amir fjasan tluit 
they had very rarely seen a prince so excellent and virtuous as (^aii’i ^ahid (,Martvc 
Prince).”^ 

The story of the prince's death in a battle against the iMughaJs when l^usrau was 
made prisoner l>v them is related by the same author aft follows 

"In the year <i 84 A.H. (128;v6 A.D.) the Khan of MnJtail, the eldest son and 
Leix-apparent of the Sultan iBiilbau) and the mainstay of the stjite, was engaged in a 
battle with Tamar,'* the bravest dog trf all the dogs of Changes l^rm, between Lahore 
aud Deopalpur. By the will of fate, the prinife with many of his iioliies and ofHcerg 
fell ill that Tiattk, and a grievous disaster thus liappenef! Ut the kingdom of Baiban. 
Many veteran horsemen |>crishe<l in the wiine Imttle. This calamity caused great and 
general mouiniiig in Multan, and from that time the JAan of MultAu was cuUcti Kh5n-i 
^ihld lilartyr Prim e), Amir l^usrau was made juisuner by the Mug^uk in t he same 
action, and obtained Lis freedom with great diflirulty. Jle wTote an elcgj^ on the 
death of Khan-i ShahTd.’'^ 

After his release froni the Mtij^als, fOtimrau entered the aetvice of Amir 'All Jama 
Dur ® whom he has much eulogized in his poems. Later on the emperor Jalalu-d Dfti

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made him iiiB favourite courtier, n^hiofi Loaoiir he eontinutxl to ejijoy until his 
death.* ^ya^u-d Din Tu^laq after whom he w rote the Tughlacj N'am<)h, honoured 
him more than any other eraiji^ror. ^usmii accompanied the emperor lit hia jouriiev 
to Bengal, but. on the return of tlie emperor, he remainei] at Liikhnautl on some 
buflineas.® In the meanwhile he heard aimut, the death of Shaikh Nigamu-d Din and 
proceedetl with all speed to Delxii, Wiusraii. felt the death of the Sltai^ very deeply.^ 

He gave away all his property in alms to the poor and beggars, resigned. Iii.s service 
with the king, and passed away in mourning, six months after his ijreceptor’g 
death, on Wednesday the I8tli ^au-wal* of tlie vear 725 A.ll. (27tli fileptetuher 
1.125 A.D.). 

Khusrau was one of the most celebrjitLxl piM'ts of Intlia, Fie la said to have been 
tlie author of some 99 works,^ of wiiieh, however, only a few are knowm. He enjoyed 
the patronage of several emperors of Dehli, and he had tlie Siitisfactioii of seeing his 
poenuif receive universal appretiutiou during his lifetime, [t iu stated that the 

famous poet of ^irflz, undertook the trouble m his old age (>f travelling fn>m his native 
country to DelilT in order to make the aequaintame of !Ausrau,“ but this statement 
finds little support from coiitemptiraiy historians and may be accepted with reserve. 

Sa'di might, have expressed tliis desire, but it Is not certain that he actually came to 
India to .see F^usrau. Iiulceil Ziya-i Barni. on the contrary, states that Hiau-i pallid 
twice sent messeugers to ^Iraz for the express juirpose of inviting Shaikh 8u'd! to 
Midtan, and forwai\le<l with them money to defray the expenses of the journey. His 
intention was to bniUl a IdMiiqiii (monastery) for him in Multan, and to endow it 
with villages for its iTiaintenance. fftuajit fia'di, throngli the feebleness of old age, 
was unalde to accept the invitations, but on both occasioiw he sent some verses in 
his own hand, and made hia apologies also in writing, 

Amir l^iiBrau is also eHteeuied as a saint, and his tomb, which is tookefl after bv 
the l*Jrzddas of Xizamu-d Din, ia visited by pious devotees who make offerings to it, 

IThe anniversary of his death is eelebmted with the same pomp and ccrciiiony as that 
®f bhai kti Xi.^inu-d Din on the 1 7th and 18tli of the month of Shawwal every V'car, 

In the neighbourhood of Amir l^usrau's tomb to the south-east is a red saiidstone diiaa of Mrirdhs 
building nV fi' by 9' Hf, locally known aa the Ddfwi of Mirdha Iknlm. It is paved 
with marble, and contains three arched openings on the north and one on each of the 
east and west sides. Inside the daMn are four marble graves and an Luscriptioii on 
a marble tablet fixed on a doorway ui the centre of the back wall contains tiie chrono¬ 
gram of the death of Ikrafu. after whom the liuiliUng is known.

Ihram is gtvMi tlie snmame of Mirdha/ tJie rank which he seems to have held 
during the reign of Shah 'Alani II. 

A stone grave lying concealed under the paving to the east of the tWdti of Mirflha 
Ikram is loca% known to he that of Ziy5u-d Din Barni, the author of Tarikh-i inroz 
Shah! and a disciple of ^oij* Niaamu-d Bin. 

The mosque of ^un-i Daurfln Hidu (Plate Vlll.h) stands beyoml the west wall 
of Amir ^usrau'a cncloaure, and may be approached through the doorway on tliat 
side. It is a small structure constructed of red sandstone in the lute Mu^al styJa, 
The prayer elmmber which measures internally 16' 7* by 'J' 11' ia surmounted by three 
bulbous dome.s ami is richly decorated imude w'itli coloured painting. In the centre 
of the courtyard lies a stone platform Burrounded by a stone jai7 bulnstnide nearly 
one loot high, and containing an inscribed grave, apparently tlmt of Hiun Datirtln 
^HD, the founder of the mosque, Tlicre are two other unknown graves in the court¬ 
yard of the mostiue, while outside it by the south wall are a few inscribetl ones, but 
ni>B€ of these lire of any Bpeeial interest- 

‘ l^au-i Daurau !*au ’ is onty a title, and there are not less than four Mughal 
nobles known to history by this appellatioiL Khan i Bauran mn. the founder of this 
mosque, is probably SamsSmu-d Daiilah Hiaii-i Dauron |Aan Bahadur Mansur Jang 
on whom this title together with the rank of seven thousand was oonfetrell by the 
emperor Farndhsiyar. AlnhamnuMl ^ah further bestowed upon liitu tlie title of 
Amim-1 Umara. He died in 1161 .LU. (1739 A.D.) of wounds r^eived in a skirmish 
against the Persian soldiers on the tvccasion of the invasion of Nadir Shsh.* 


Outside the eurkhstire of Amir ffliuarau at its eastern gateway, ia a solid looking 
building of Psthiin style (Plate V. t), which according U> the kical traction wna i.riginully 
the Langar l^ana (alms house) littueheil to the shrine of fihailA NizAiuu-d Din. It 
couBists of an oblong Jiall 38' by 2S' with four arched entrances on the north, and is 
divided internally by local hard stone pillars into twelve compartments. A ^abritra 
standing in front of it has partly blocked three of these entrances, of which the eastern 
one was already closed with a wall, the western archway, however, being open and 
gmng access to the building.

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Some 30 yards from the ea^em gateway of Amir t^usraii'E encloaure towards the 
north, and opposite to the tomb of ShaiJ^ Nizamu-d Din almost touching the east 
wall of his enclosure, lies the mausoleum of Atgah Hiiln (Plate IX, «) built by ids son 
Mirza * *Aziz Kokaltrt^ in the year 974 A.H. (l56ti-7 A.D.). ft stands in a walJed: 
Micloaiire which is entered through the doorway of tlie KAanqah of Baliram *^ali the 
son of ^ah 'Alam El. The tomb consists of a chamber, which measures 29' fl* square 
externally anti is covered by a marble dome. Ou each of the four sides of the building 
is a deeply recessed arch pierced by a doorway in the centre and enclosed by Quranic 
inscriptions wliicli conclude with a reference to the imme of BflqT Mubanimad the 
scrilve. The doorway ou the north, east and west are closed by jail screens, wjdle 
that on the south forms an entrance to the tomb. The building is constructed of red 
sand.stone inlaid with marble and coloured tiles. The interior of tlie torn!) was once 
very effectively ornamented with tile work and painted plaster, but this ha.s now to 
a great extent peeled off, exjHismg thu masfmry of the walls and domes. 

thiini-1 Manas!]] (folios 4(1 and 47«) eontaiua a large number of verses which am 
stated to have been written Inside the touib on the wall.'t, presumably on the tiles which 
have now disappeared. They are only expressive of the instability of the world and 
prayers to God, ^^dtliout any historical interest, Tiie building bad long been in a 
neglected eoudition until 1903 when it was taken in hand by the .iTohffiologicul jilepart- 
mentf and all necessary measures of conservatioii were carrieil out." Tlie original 
pinnacle of the dome was destroyed by storm.* but in recent times lias been rejdaoed 
by a gilded one. 

Inside the tomb there, are three nnurble graves ornanientefl with interesting carxdng. 
The grave in the centre is that of Atgah f^an, and that on its east is that of Lis wife, 
Jiji .‘Vnagab ; tJie one on its left, is not identified. * ( in eacJi of the floors of tiic building 
there is an inscription ciigravetl on a marble slub, but of these only the following one 
which is on the entrance towards south, refers to the date and erection of the tomb, 
the rest being quotations from tlie Quran.

He 
was the son of flElr A"St .Muhammad of Ghaziii and first entered the service of Mirzil 
Kamran, the brother of Humuyim. Atgah Khan was present ivir.lv the ilii^al army^ 
when Hmnayun was defeated by ^er ^ah Siir and aided the emperor in his eitcape 
from the battle field. 1:1 mu5yfin rewarded him by appointing his wife a wet-nursi'^ 
of prince Ahbar. When Bair am Khan, having fallen into disfavour with the emperor

The grave of HifiSjgt 
os vt'ell as the inscriptions on both the slabs are referretl to In iwirii'l Manaril ffolio 4*) 
but nothing is recorded about the saint. 

The Khattgah was filled with earth and debris, and overgrown isith rank vegeta- 
tion. Recently it has been cleared by the Archajological Department, and most of the 
graves laid bare. In connection with tbia improvement, the doorway of the

^■unsAth About 50 yards to the south of Atgah Khan's tomb lies buried his son, MirmL Ariz 

KtiAinbih. KoknltAi. The mausoleum of ilirza 'Aziz is popularly known as Chaiitiaath Kliambah 

(Plate X, ?;) on account of its aiirty-fottr {Chaumalh) pillars {KftamfMh), It takes the 
shape of a hull QT square, built of marble and divided into 25 n|jen bays, which are 
covered bv doiiiea. Each of the fmjT sides is divided in1.t> four liays by a range of double 
columns set depthwise, from the capitals of which spring pointed arches. The s|iaces 
between these columns ate filled in with latticed marble screens some tO feet high, 
and in each of the central bays there is a iliHirway In the screens giving entrance to the 
tomb. The arches above the screens are open, Pacing the weateiii door of the tomb, 
there is the marble grave of the wife of Mirza 'AzTz liokjilt,ash while Iteside it is his omi 
' grave built of marble and ornnmentedi witli fine cnr^Tng. A (juriinjc uisfTiption 

encircles it concluding with the date, 1033 A.H. (1623-24 A.D.), Inside the building 
there arc eight other graves which are uninscribwl but are said to l*eloDg to the 
Eokalta^ fiimily. 

The Oiaunsath Kbambah stands in a large walled enclosure entered by an arched 
doonvay on the west. I’he main entrance is through a pretcutions gateway at the 
north-east comer of the entlosuxe (Plate X. o). Inside the enclosure to the north of 
the Channsath K ham ball are the graves of the daughters and wives of BahTidur

Mirza ‘Azia was leniarkable for case of address, intelligence, and knowledge of 
history, but eeema frequently to have brought trouble on himself from his freedom 
of sjwech.® 

Other monuraenta of interest imsido the endoaure of the village of Nizamu d Din 
are the Lai ilahall, the inscribed mosque of ^an,-i JahOm and the tomb of &an-i JahAu 
TilangSm. They are now mostly mined and occupied by villagers, but are not 
without interest. 

The Lai ilahaU or the Red palace (Plate XI, «) stands some 50 yards to the north 
of the Chaunsath Khumbah near the northern enclosing wall of the village. The whole 
Ftructure, which is raised on a is much dilapidated, it is coiistructe<l of red 

(sandstone and consists of a central domed apartment aurroumiisd by an arche<l rfdidrt 
on each of its four aides, The latter have red asindatone pillars very simply orna¬ 
mented, and Utttel.s Bupporting a fiat roof of the same material, over which are chficUna 
on the east, west and south, the uorthem chhatri having disappeared. Some 25 feet 
to the north-weFrt; of the dome on the same is a double storeyed ^hain which 

was oiigiiudly ooTuiectcd vrith the palace. Sayyid Ahmad Khan identifies this building 
with Ku^ak-i Lai, which he says was crecbcfi hy Oluyuthu-d Din Balkan before he 
ascended the tlutme.* Carr Stephen assigns it to ‘Alau-d Din Khulit imtl says “ Of 
the history of these mins, wc know nothing, but the opinion that they belong to the 
^iljl kings and very probably to '.Ma-uddinhas rooeiv&i the support of Mr, Campbell’s 
authority. There is nothing palatial about these nduH : thirty years^ ago they were 
niote numerous, but red^stone having since risen in value by the growing demand fur 
it in the neighluiurhood, this neglected building has auScrwl from the ravages of 
plundering villagers * * * The style of the orniunentation, of t-he battlements, 

and of the mouldings so strongly resembles that in the iVJai Darwaza at the Qutb that 
there can be no reasonable doubt as to the twm buildings having been designed aud 
built at the same period: and we have thus ample warrant for describing the Lai 
Mahal as the work of ‘Ala-uddin,”® 

The mosque of J^fin-i Jahan’ (Plate IX, hj, the prime uiinLiter of Firoz ^ah, lies 
at the south-east comer of the village of XizBmu-d Din, and can be easily approached 
from the eastern dilapidated gateway of the village enclofitirc if the visitor should desire 
to avoid itfl dirty lanes. It. is a big structure, but in an advanced stage of decay, and,

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Uke otlier mosques of this iotili<leT, is built of rubble stone coated uith jdaffter, which 
has now iiecome quite black with age. It i» of the sauic design as the Khirkl mosque, 
containing four inner courts and numerous domes, many of which htive now colki)«ed* 
The building was occupied by the villagers until a few years agi), when the local authori¬ 
ties had it evacuated on the reconunendation of the Arch«^logical Department, t’he 
following inscription referring to the erection and date of the mosque is engraved on 
a marble slab which ia tised on its eastern gateway (Plate YI, 6) :—

iOjan-i Jahan, the father and the son, were, in succession, the prime miniaterB of 
Fnoz ^ah Tu^laq, and had the greatest iniluentTe in the court of that emperor. HiSn-i 
Jahin, the father, was a Hindu convert whose original name was Kattfi. He was a 
native of Tilang, and a man of high pfisrition in favour with the Ra! (ruler) of that 
country'. When Sultan ^tLibummad ^ah sent t)w KfiT as prisoner to Dehli* and the 
latter died on the way, Kattil presented himself rii Muliaiiimail Mi and eniliracqd 
Islam. The Sultan gave him the name of Maqbul and bestowed on him many niarka 
of his favour. In the reign of Muliammad Shilh he receivwl t)ie title of Qawimu-l 
Mulk, aud a grant of the lief of Multan. Later on he was mrnle JJaib Waiir under the 
premierehip of l^uaja-i JahSn Aliniad Ayaz. when he used to seal and place his signa¬ 
ture on lan-iramw as " Maqbul, the slave of Muhammad Tiighlaq. ’ () 
On the demise of Muhu™™>id J^ah. Khuaja-t Jiihan^ who was at Dehli attempted to

under Firoz ^ah for about tw*enty years, and the emperor committed all the 
affairs of the kingdom to his ehaige. Ttiwurds the cud of the reign of I'lroa ^iht 
enmity broke out between f^un-j Jahan and the prince .Muhammad afterwai'ds 
Muhammad ^ah, wliich resulted in the total downfatl of the former. * The prince 
nuiuuged to secure the royal orders for the dismissal of tfie minister, and one 
night in the month of Rajab 763 A.U. (1367 A.1),) attacked liis house, t^iin-i Jahan 
unable to make reRistajice fietl to iliwjlt, wdiere he sought refuge with Koka Ohauhiui, 
at Maharl.

The prince, who was now ontrusteil with full powers by fhc Sultan, sent 
Malik Vtlqilb, entitled Sikandar ^an, with an army against T^an-i Juliam 
this force reached Maharl, KokA Chuuhan sei^icd l^an-i Jahan and sent him prisoner 
to Sikandar f^au, who killed him and carried his head to court.^ 

KI>an-i-Jahiiu Junhii is famous for building several mo,sques ui ami near 

Uehli.** of which those lying in Khirkl and Begampur villages, and the KalSii .Mas]id 
in the city of Shahjahauabrid are the most prominent. It will be interesting to note 
that the luflcriptloB on the Kalftu Mas]Id k dated only ope month before he had to fiy 
for life to Miwat. 

The tomb of |Qian-i .lalian Tibiogiiiii (Plate XJ, b) standa in an extensive enclosure 
surrounded by battlemented walls at the aouth-ivest comer of the village. Ijocaily 
this enclosure is known aa Kot and is thickly populated by the Firzildas or attendants

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of the ghrme of SiaM Niaamu-d Dm, who have also occopied the tomb of TilangSnu 
An arched gatewav, on the north, gives entrance to the Ko^. The tomb of Tilang&TiI, 
which is comttucted of rubble and dressed atone, ia octagonal in plan with a diameter 
of some 74 feet. It consists of a central domed cbaiober enclosed hy a verandah having 
three arches on each side of the octagon. These arclics ate sapported on double square 
pilkis of dressed stone, while on the roof of the verandah are eight domed chhatrls^ 
one at the centre of each face of the octagon. 

The tomb is not inscribed, but the local tradition asaigiuj it to one Hian-i Jahan 
Tflangaiu, who is related to have been a disdple of ^aM Nizamu-d Din and a general 
in the anny of Firoii Shah Tu^Iaq. Apparently this Hian i Jahan is the same as 
a&n-i Jahan Maqbul, the well known prime minister of Firoa ^ah, who was a native 
of Tilang or Tilangana. He was really a disciple of Sl^ilA Na^ti'd Din Cbir^h-i 
Dehli, and not of ^ailh Nizamu-d Din, but we learn from Sbims SirSj' 'Afif fp. 434) 
that he was buried at the paydn ( JtJi ) of the latter. Now jtdijdn, which literally 
means the place where shoes are placed, is used for respect to the saint, and in a general 
may denote the vicinity of the tomb of ghailh Ni^mu-d Din, f^aa*i JahSn 
died in the year 770 A.H. fl3ti8’69 A.D.), and his tomb wa.s in all probability built 
by his son Khun-i Jahfln bin l^~m-i Jahhn Junan Sh&h vrho in the same connection also 
erected the mosque notic^ above. The mosque which is <lated772 A.H. (1370-71 
A.D.) lies imm edifttply to the east of the Kot, but this latter building is so thickly 
populated in and about, that it is diMcult to determine the relation between the two 
edifices. The tomb of llon-i Jah&n is mmilar to tliose of Mubarak ^ah‘ and Muham¬ 
mad Shah® the Sayyid kings, or their protetjTic that of ‘IsS Hian,® and it may there¬ 
fore be as the first or original specimen after which these Liter b u il d i ng s were 
erected.
